N ew York, March 22.— District At­ 
torney Jerome presented 
to Justice 
Fitzgerald eight affidavits In support 
of the suggestion he 
m ade W ednes­ 
day in the case of Harry TC. Thaw that 
the defendant is now In such a state 
of lunacy or insanity as to he incapa- 
ohie of understanding the proceedings 
against him or 
m aking his defense. 
The court was in session for less than 
an hour, Dolphin M. Dolmas for the 
defense stating that their answer to 
tilt! district attorney’s proposition was 
not ready. 
Justice Fitzgerald allowed 
both sides until Saturday afternoon at 
2 o’clock to file such affidavits us they 
desire 
with the clerk 
of the 
court. 
There will he no further hearing in 
the matter of the 
appointment of a 
lunacy commission unless .Justice Fitz­ 
gerald so directs after considering such 
affidavits and exhibits as are to he of­ 
fered. 
Neither the Jury nor Thaw was 
In court. 
The jury having been ex­ 
cused until today, there will be a brief 
session and a formal adjournment un­ 
til Monday morning win he announced. 
By Monday morning Justice Fitzgerald 
is expected to he ready to announce 
his decision.

Alfred Patek, son of C. M. Patek and 
one of tho leading newspaper writers of 
Denver, in company with a statT pho­ 
tographer and Ex Governor Francis, of 
Missouri, has boon making a tourot the 
Isthmus of Panama for the Denver 
Times. 
Mr. Patek wrote concerning his 
trip to his wife and she forwarded the 
letters to his father. 
Mr. Patek has 
kindly consented to tho public .tion of 
such parts of the letters as are of gen­ 
eral interest. 
Th. se are sketches of 
the country and people as seen by the 
trained observer and are extremely in­ 
teresting. 
Empire (C. Z.l, ll. of P., 
March I, 1907. 
The climate is very summery, about 
85 degrees most »>f the time. 
Yet it is 
always cool in the shade. Tho nights 
are pleasant and there is a north wind 
fanning us most of the time. Colon lies, 
beautiful, in a cove fringed with groves 
of cocoanut trees. 
In fact cocoanuts 
an* so plentiful here that even tho 
blacks won’t eat them. The life is as 
picturesque as any scene in the orient. 
it is a slice right out of Spain and 
Africa 
if you can imagine such a com- i 
bination. The niggers are nearly all 
Jamaicans except a few from the Bar­ 
badoes. 
But in tho midst of it all is the 
American life 
bu.-tlo and hustle every 
where. A Spanish guardo working side 
by side with an American policeman. 
The natives, a mixture of Spanish, In­ 
dian and negro, are the laziest people 
on earth. The Americans are driving 
them to labor but it is a mighty hard 
task. 
Colon is still a dirty little town al­ 
though .streets are being paved and 
sowers are running into every house. 
Water is distilled and there is but little 
sickness here. 
In 
fact the sanitary 
work 
the screening of wells and houses, 
the reservoirs at all stations, modern 
plumbing, etc., have completely changed 
health conditions here. 
From Colon we went direct to Empire, 
where we now are. This is where the 
big work is being done 
close to the 
famous Cuiebra cut, whore 
seventy 
steam shovels are plowing away at the 
little mountains that are to make way 
for tho canal. 
This morning we saw Mr. Stevens and 
wore most cordially received. 
We have 
passes permitting us to ride wherever 
want to on the railroads. At the 


and shower bath near every room in the 
hotel. 
And you can imagine that I had 
a square meal at last. These Spanish 
dishes don’t go with me. 
This evening four of us 
a Chicago 
judge 
who was on 
the steamer has 
joined us and is “seeing things tho way 
newspaper men get to see them,” ho 
says 
took in the principal streets of 
tho town. The Jamaican colored waiter 
told us at dinner that “the heart of the 
town is about twelve chains from tho 
hotel.” 
When I asked what he meant 
by a chain he said “Why, ‘22 yards, of 
course.” These -Jamaican niggers are 
wonders. 
Here is what one of them 
said to Mr. Stevens, “Is this to bo a reg­ 
istry station? 
I am not quite sure, but 
judging sir, from tho presence of these 
mail sacks, I should say they are at least 
the precursors of something like a reg 
istry station.” 
Well, we walked through “Avenada 
Central” and I thought of you all a 
thousand times. 
It is Madrid all over. 
The upper floors are nil open, mandolins 
and guitars thrumming into one’s ears 
at every turn, the lower floors devoted 
to business and the streets to all kinds 
of street venders. 
I nm taking extern 
Hive notes and have material enough for 
a series of crack a-jack nows letters. 
What I nm telling to you is a bare skim­ 
ming of it all. 
They are beginning to learn English 
here. Signs are printed in both lan­ 
guages. 
For instance, “Rooms for men 
alone,” “Wanted, a boy who can speak 
English 
and Spanish 
at once” and 
others even funnier. 
We dropped into the theatre for a few 
minutes. 
A Spanish opera company is 
playing hero and the voices are superb. 
The theatre is a story in itself. 
One of . 
the funny features is a coal black negro j 
fireman in red shirt and old style tire- j 
man’s hat walking through the arcade 
with a long ax on his shoulder. 
The “Place de St. Ann” is the concert 
park. 
Delightful music and 
crowds 
moving about just like Berlin. 
There are moro Chinese merchants 
here than in Colon, where they are fair­ 
ly plentiful. 
No Japs anywhere to be 
seen. 
Webster, just before going to bed, in­ 
sisted on my going to the roof and 
seeing in the bright moonlight the ships 
at anchor 
in the Pacific. 
It was 
a 
wonderful sight. 
Tomorrow morning, Sunday, we go 
sight seeing again. 
For early morning 
we have planned to go to the old town 
of Panama. That's the place that was 
looted 
and 
destroyed by Morgan’s 
bucaneers and instead of a “bogey man,” 
children are put to sleep by threats of 
being burned by ‘Alcester Morgan,” but 
it it ain’t -J. P.
